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From  its  1947  peak  of  16.8  billion 
dollars,  farm  operators'  realized  net 
income  dropped  steadily  12,4  billion 
dollars  in  1950,  Half  of  this  loss  was 
regained  in  1951,  when  realized  net  in- 
come rose  to  14.6  billion  dollars,  but 
further  declines  in  1952  and  1953  have 
cancelled  most  of  the  1951  gain. 

Realized  gross  farm  income  in  1953 


was  1.5  billion  dollars  lower  than  in 
1952.Farm  production  expenses  also 
declined,  but  only  about  half  as  much 
as  gross  income.  Consequently,  real- 
ized net  income  was  down  5  percent  in 
1953  to  12,8  billion  dollars,  less  than 
half  a  billion  above  the  postwar  low 
reached  in  1950. 
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THE     FARM     INCOME  SITUATION 


NET  FARM  INCOME  IN  1953 

Farm  operators  in  the  United  States  realized  a  net  income  of 
12,8  billion  dollars  in  1953>  according  to  preliminary  estimates.  This 
was  5  percent  less  than  they  received  in  1952  and  13  percent  lower  than 
in  1951*    But  it  was  h  percent  above  the  postwar  low  of  I950o 

The  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators  is  obtained  by  subtoract- 
ing  their  total  expenses  of  production  from  realized  gross  farm  income. 
These  calculations  for  1952  and  1953  are  summarized  in  table  1,  Both 
realized  gross  income  and  total  production  expenses  were  down  about 
h  percent  in  1953*    In  actual  dollars,  however,  the  decline  in  gross 
income  was  nearly  twice  as  large  as  the  decline  in  expenses • 

Realized  gross  farm  income  includes  the  value  of  farm  products 
sold  or  used  in  the  farm  home  during  the  year,  plus  Government  pay- 
ments to  farmers  and  the  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings.    The  value  of 
products  sold,  or  cash  receipts  from  marketings,  declined  U  percent  in 
1953  as  a  larger  physical  volume  of  sales  was  more  than  offset  by  lower 
average  prices  of  farm  products.    Government  payments  were  also  down 
frcm  1952,    On  the  other  hand,  farmers'  nonraoney  income— rental  value 
of  dwellings  plus  home  consumption  of  farm  products — was  nearly  the 
same  in  1953  as  in  1952, 

With  cash  costs  taking  a  larger  proportion  of  farm  income  as  a 
result  of  the  growth  in  mechanization  of  farm  operations,  farmers 
retained  as  net  income  in  1953  only  36#5  percent  of  their  realized 
gross  farm  income,  the  smallest  percentage  for  any  year  since  1932, 
The  decline  in  total  production  esqpenses  was  almost  entirely  in  such 
farm-supplied  items  as  purchased  feed,  seed,  and  livestock  and  in 
rental  payments,  which  are  mostly  share  rents,    Ths  total  of  other 
expenses  was  up  3  percent  in  1953© 

Realized  gross  and  net  income  do  not  include  the  value  of  any 
increases  or  decreases  during  the  year  in  farm  inventories  of  crops 
and  livestock.    Inventory  changes  are  excluded  from  this  primary 
calculation  so  as  to  provide  a  measure  of  the  income  actually 
"realized"  and  available  for  farm  family  living  and  other  nonfarm 
e3q>enditures  during  the  given  year.    However,  such  changes  in  inven- 
tories are  sijfosequently  added  in  to  obtain  total  net  income  of  farm 
operators  for  purposes  of ^  con?)arison  with  nonfarm  income,  which  in- 
cludes changes  in  nonfarm  business  inventories.    Realized  net  income 
is  the  net  value  of  farm  products  sold  or  consumed  during  the  year; 
total  net  income  is  the  net  value  of  actual  output  during  the  year©

h/    Per  capita  income  estimates  for  1953  are  based  on  a  tentative  figure  for  the 
farm  population  pending  release  of  the  official  farm  popul.ation  estimate,  to  be 
issued  jointly  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service, 
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Farmers  sold  cr  consumed  about  2  percent  more  than  they  produced 
in  1953  while  in  19^2  they  sold  or  consumed  about  2  percent  less  than 
they  producea.    As  a  result,  farmers  marketed  about  k  percent  more 
products  than  in  19^2 ^  even  though  the  total  physical  volume  of  farm 
output  was  about  the  same  in  each  year,  thereby  holding  their  realized 
or  spendable  net  income  above  their  total  net  income. 

ViJith  farmers'  holdings  of  crops  and  livestock  decreasing  675  mil- 
lion dollars  during  19^3  compared  with  an  increase  of  65U  million  dol- 
lars in  19^2,  the  total  net  income  of  farmers^  including  these  inventory 
changes,  was  down  2  billion  dollars  or  ih  percent  from  1952c    This  com- 
pares with  a  decline  of  700  million  dollars,  or  5  percent  in  their 
realized  net  income.     The  drop  m  total  net  incoi.ie  contrasts  with  a 
5 -per cent  rise  in  national  income. 

Net  income  of  the  farm  population  from  farming  operations  was 
IIJ..3  billion  dollars  in  1953.    This  includes  the  wages  received  by  farm 
laborers  living  on  farms  in  addition  to  the  total  net  income  of  farm 
operators.    Income  from  nonfarm  sources  added  6,2  billion  dol]ars  more, 
bringing  the  total  income  of  the  farm  population  from  all  soiirces  to 
20.5  billion  dollars,  9  percent  less  than  in  1952, 

The  number  of  farms  and  the  number  of  people  living  on  farms  were 
both  smaller  in  1953  than  in  1952.    Percentage  declines  were  smaller, 
therefore,  in  average  farm  income  per  farm  and  per  person  than  in  the 
corresponding  income  totals c    Average  per  capita  income  of  the  farm  popu- 
lation from  all  sources  was  down  less  than  3  percent  in  1953  to  4^882.  On 
the  other  hand,  average  per  capita  income  of  the  nonfarm  population  rose 
3  percent  to  t|;i,898.    Average  realized  net  income  per  farm  declined  I4  per- 
cent to  ^2.3^S' 

Estimates  of  1953  income  given  above  and  in  table  1  are  preliminary, 
based  on  information  available  as  of  February  15.     However,  it  is  not 
expected  that  there  will  be  enough  additional  data  to  allow  any  substantial 
revisions  before  July  1. 

CASH  RECEIPTS  FROM  FARM  MRKETINGS  IN  1953 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  last  year  are  estimated  at 
3I0O  billion  dollars,  1;  percent  less  than  their  receipts  in  1952*  The 
total  volume  of  farm  marketings  was  up  h  percent,  but  the  weighted  average 
of  prices  received  was  down  about  8  percent. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products,  estimated  at 
17.2  billion  dollars,  made  up  about  55  percent  of  total  cash  receipts  and 
were  6  percent  below  the  previous  year.     This  decline  was  due  to  a  drop 
of  9  percent  in  average  prices,  more  than  offsetting  a  3-percent  increase 
in  livestock  marketings.    Crop  receipts  last  year  totaled  13c 8  billion 
dollars,  down  2  percent  from  the  previous  year,  with  crop  marketings  up 
5  percent  and  prices  averaging  about  7  percent  lower. 


On  a.  State  basis-,  1953  cash  rocai:jts  were  bel.ovj  195^  in  37  States^ 
and  increases  were  relatively  s-Tiall  in  most  of  the  ether  11  States..  The 
largest  decline  was  26  percent  in  Ilevada,     (See  the  accompanying  nap 
chart , ) 

receipts  by  comiiTodities 

Cash  receipts  .^rom  most  of  the  rrajor  livestock  products  in  195^3 
wore  lower  than  in  the  previous  year  .    Receipts  f roii;  cattle  and  calves 
were  down  20  percent,  with  marketings  up  a  fifth  but  prices  averaging 
a  third  lower.    Receipts  from  dairy  products  were  7  percent  below  1932^ 
with  marketings  up  k  percent  and  prices  averaging  11  percent  lower,. 
Sheep  and  lambs  in  1953  were  down  l6  percent,  for  marketings  were  only 
h  percent  larger  and  prices  averaged  20  percent  lower »    Receipts  from 
turkeys  Vv^ere  down  9  percent  because  of  smaller  marketings.    A  few  live- 
stock items,  however^  ^j^re  up  from  1952 Receipts  from  hogs  were 
slightly  higher  as  the  result  of  a  15 -percent  drop  in  marketings  and  a 
rise  of  19  percent  in  average  prices.    Eggs  uore  up  l6  percent j,  with 
prices  averaging  ih  percent  higher  and  marketings  about  2  percent  larger. 
Receipts  from  broilers  were  also  up  a  little  ao  a  Q'Percent  increase  in 
marketings  more  than  offset  lower  average  prices* 

Changes  in  receipts  from  the  more  important  crops  in  1953  varied 
from  ii3  percent  below  1952  for  potatoes  to  27  percent  above  1952  for 
cranberries.    An  increase  of  9  percent  in  potato  marketings  was  associ- 
ated vrith  a  drop  of  )i6  percent  in  the  average  price  of  potatoes,  while 
a  rise  of  more  than  $C  percent  m  sales  of  cranberries  was  accompanied 
by  a  decline  of  only  16  percent  in  their  average  price.    Cash  receipts 
from  wheat,  corn,  cotton  lint,  flaxseed^  peanuts ;  dry  edible  beans,  dry 
field  peaSi  grapefruit^  lemons,  oranges^  apoles,  grapes^  pears,  and 
strawberries  vjere  all  above  1952 — som.e  of  thein  only  slightly^  however. 
Marketings  of  many  of  the  principal  crops  were  larger  than  in  the  previ- 
ous year^  particularly  corn;  cotton,  wheat,  flaxseed,  peanuts,  dry  edible 
beans,  sweo tpotatoes.  rye,  and  barley,  in  addition  to  potatoes  and  craxi- 
berrieSc    While  receipts  from  some  of  the  principal  crops  were  up  in  1953 
over  the  previous  year^  a  few  of  the  major  items  and  icany  of  the  smaller 
ones  were  down  along  with  potatoes.    Receipts  from  truck  crops  last  year 
were  8  percent  beloi.^  1952  c    Receipts  from  hay  were  20  percent  lower  as 
the  result  of  declines  of  3  percent  in  marketings  and  17  percent  In  aver- 
age prices.    Rice  was  down  12  percent,  \^ith  marketings  and  average  prices 
each  6  percent  lower,-,    Receipts  from  cottonseed  vjere  21  percent  below 
1952,  with  sales  up  k  percent  but  prices  averaging  2U  percent  lower. 
Oats  were  down  11  percent,  mainly  because  of  lower  prices.  Soybeans 
were  Ih  percent  below  1952,  with  marketings  and  average  prices  each  down 
7  percent.    Other  crops  with  lower  cash  receipts  in  1953  include  sv/eet- 
potatoes,  barley,  peaches,  plums  and  prunes,  tree  nu"':s,  miscellaneous 
seeds,  and  forest  products. 
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Cash  receipts  by  States 

Total  cash  receipts  in  1953  were  lower  than  in  1952  in  37  States, 
higher  in  only  11  States,    The  decreases  ranged  from  less  than  1  percent 
in  North  Dakota  to  26  percent  in  Nevada,     The  increases  ranged  from  less 
than  1  percent  in  Pennsylvania  to  20  percent  in  hississippi.     Crop  re- 
cf^ipts  wern  lo^er  in  28  States ^  ranging  from  1  percent  below  1952  in 
Connecticut  and  New  Jersey  to  37  percent  in  Nevada  and  [t2  percent  in 
Maine,    In  the  20  States  where  crop  receipts  in  1953  were  above  the 
previous  year^^  the  smallest  increase  was  2  percent  in  hissouri  and  the 
largest  was  32  percent  in  Iowa  and  Mississippio '  Receipts  from  livestock 
and  products  were  down  in  hO  States,  by  only  1  percent  in  Rhode  Island 
and  South  Carolina  but  by  2h  percent  in  Nevada.     Increases  in  livestock 
receipts  in  the  other  8  States  were  generally  small. 

The  changes  in  cash  receipts  from  1952  to  1953  were  rather  evenly 
distributed  geographically  except  for  (l)  some  concentration  of  increases 
in  the  States  of  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  (2)  an  area  of  larger-than- 
average  declines  extending  from  Oklahoma  and  Kansas  through  Colorado, 
Vifyoming,  Utah,  and  Nevada.    However,  most  of  the  changes  in  total  cash 
receipts  were  rather  moderate,    Nevada  and  Maine  were  the  only  States 
where  the  declines  x^'ere  greater  than  15  percent.    Cash  receipts  in 
6  others  dropped  from  11  to  ih  percent c    In  12  States  the  decreases  in 
cash  receipts  ranged  from  6  to  10  percent,  and  in  17  States  they  de- 
clined only  5  percent  or  lessc    In  9  of  the  11  States  that  showed  gains 
in  total  receipts,  the  increases  were  h  percent  or  lessc    Only  in 
Florida,  with  a  gain  of  7  percent^  and  Mississippi,  with  an  increase  of 
20  percent,  were  the  gains  at  all  substantial „ 

The  declines  in  total  cash  receipts  by  States  in  1953  were  more 
often  due  to  decreased  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  than  from 
crops c     In  the  North  Atlantic  Region,  receipts  from  livestock  and 
products  were  maintained  in  most  States  by  higher  prices  of  eggs  and 
larger  marketings  of  broilers.     Outside  of  this  region,  however,  North 
Carolina  and  Georgia  were  the  only  States  where  receipts  from  livestock 
and  products  were  not  lower  in  1952. 

The  substantial  gain  in  total  cash  receipts  in  "Mississippi 
resulted  from  an  increase  in  receipts  from  cotton  and,  to  a  lesser 
extent,  from  rice  and  eggs»    Florida  showed  a  gain  of  7  percent, 
largely  because  of  a  substantial  increase  in  marketings  of  citrus 
fruits  and  higher  prices  of  oranges c    Receipts  were  up  in  Washington 
because  of  increases  in  receipts  from  wheat,  apples,  and  pears,  in 
Arizona  due  to  gains  in  receipts  from  cotton,  and  in  New  Jersey  because 
of  increased  receipts  from  eggs^  chickens,  and  truck  crops.    Small  in- 
creases also  occurred  in  iiassachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  Hampshire, 
Iowa,  Maryland,  and  Pennsylvania. 
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If  the  States  are  ranked  on  the  basis  of  total  cash  receipts 
in  19$3y  it  is  fovmd  that  the  standing  of  the  first  k  States  is  the 
same  as  it  has  been  every  year  since  19h9 — California  first,  Iowa 
second,  Texas  third,  and  Illinois  fourth.     Total  cash  receipts  in 
California  were  2.6  billion  dollars,  down  5  percent  from  1952, 
Iowa  received  2-3  billion  dollars,  2  percent  above  1952,    In  Texas, 
cash  receipts  in  1953  were  2cO  billion  dollars,  dom  10  percent  from 
the  previous  year«    And  in  Illinois  they  were  1»9  billion  dollars, 
5  percent  below  1952 o 

MONTIi.1  ESTIMATES  OF  CASH  RECEIPTS,  1953-5U 

Cash  receipts  in  January  195U 

Farmers  received  about  2»7  billion  dollars  from  marketings  in 
January,  down  seasonally  from  December  and  a  little  below  the  corres- 
ponding month  of  1953'>    Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products 
were  about  l^k  billion  dollars,  approximately  the  same  as  in  January 
of  last  year.    However,  January  crop  receipts,  estimated  at  close  to 
1.3  billion  dollars,  were  a  little  below  a  year  ago  due  to  lower 
average  prices.    In  December,  receipts  from  livestock  and  products 
were  l,h  billion  dollars  and  from  crops  1„6  billion. 

Revisions  for  1953 

The  monthly  estimates  of  cash  receipts  in  1953^  which  were 
published  currently  throughout  the  year,  have  been  revised  to  take 
into  account  the  latest  information  available  on  production  and  dis- 
position of  the  various  farm  commodities.    The  new  estimates  are 
given  by  commodity  groups  for  the  United  States  in  table  2.  The 
changes  are  generally  small,  and  mostly  in  the  crop  groups.  Their 
net  effect  is  to  reduce  previously  published  estimates  by  approxi- 
mately 2I4O  million  dollars  for  the  year  as  a  whole,  or  less  than 
1  percent. 

These  revisions  are  carried  through  by  States  in  the  monthly 
estimates  given  in  tables  [1-69     Changes  in  previously  published  esti- 
mates are  relatively  larger  for  some  States  than  for  the  national 
estimates,  but  are  quite  small  in  most  cases.     The  largest  revisions 
in  the  10-month  totals  through  October,  as  published  in  the  last 
issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation,  are  6-percent  reductions  in  the 
estimates  for  North  Dakota  and  Kansas »    Revisions  in  a  majority  of  the 
States  are  only  1  percent  or  lesSe
